The IOO business men who “chip­ 
ped In” to provide the $3,000 to buy 
these young bulls from the best dairy 
herds of Minnesota and Wisconsin 
rank Better Sires day as even more 
significant than the day of the cele­ 
bration of the golden spike— a Brain­ 
erd tradition— because they believe 
that the milk and butter production 
of Crow Wing county will be quad­ 
rupled In a few years, and the farm­ 
ers of the country inspired to the 
building up of high production, pro­ 
fitable, modern dairy herds. 
Better Sires day is not a prece­

To improve civic conditions. 
To reduce taxes. 
To develop the tourist industry and advertise Minneapolis 
and Minnesota as the vacation paradise of America. 
To study legislation and the activities of public governmental 
activities, and keep the community informed of all developments 
affecting its welfare.

To bring in new industries and develop those already estab­ 
lished. 
Perry S. Williams, formerly with Minneapolis Journal Travel 
and Resort bureau, later assistant to the president of the Civic and | 
Commerce association, and now executive secretary of the associ­ 
ation, is at the helm of this great movement, assisted by every 
officer and member.

RAISING CHICKS FOR 
BEST EGG PRODUCERS 


(Prepared by th* Pitied (Hate. D-pa i in."tit 
vt Agrfrulture ) 
Arrangement* must be insole to rn I ne 
chicks to replenish the poultry flock a. 
Bullet* are the most profitable part of 
the laying Hock, and a w ellbalanced 
laying flock should consist of af least 
half pullets; which allows careful cull­ 
ing of the hens during the summer and 
fall before the pullets are matured, 
according to the United States Depart* 
raent of Agriculture. 
Baby chicks need especially careful 
attention In breeding and feeding dur­ 
ing the first weeks of their lives, which 
should be followed by careful and reg­ 
ular attention throughout their grow­ 
ing period. 
Early hutched chicks are 
by fnr the most profitable whet In r 
grown to maturity for laying or sold 
as poultry flesh. 
The brooder house and stove heater 
which are used 
for caring for tin* 
chicks during the first few weeks of 
their lives, must be in working order 
before the chicks arrive. 
Tho most 
common style of brooding Is the n e 
of a stove brooder In a colony house, 
keeping from IWO to MIO chicks In a 
flock in euch house, and placing the 
houses about 150 feet apart on a good 
grass 
range. 
A 
house 
10x14 
feet 
makes a suitable colony house which 
can be easily moved lf built on run­ 
ners. 
Chicks brooded In the winter 
will do better In a larger bouse, about 
10x20, partitioned so that one side Is 
used for a brooder stove and the other 
for a cool exercising room. 
Wire net­ 
ting should be placed in the corners of 
the brooder house 
to 
prevent 
the 
chicks huddling and crowding In the 
corners. 
Chicks should not he fed for the flrnt 


8 6 to 4S hours, after which they should 
be supplied regularly four or live times 
dally with easily digested feed which 
contains little w aste material. 
They 
should be fed sparingly until about 
the fifth day; then they ran he put 
on full ration. 
An excellent feed can 
he niude of Infertile eggs taken from 
the incubator, boiled for lf* minutes, 
chopped nnd mixed With dry mash of 
equal parts of cracker meal, bran and 
cornmeal, using a vufltelent amount of 
the grain to 
make a 
dry, crumbly 
mixture. 
Middlings can be used In 
place of the cracker meal. 
Dry rolled 
oats are excellent for chicks nnd can 
lie used as one feet!, the other two or 
three feeds being the commercial chick 
grains. 
At two weeks of age the chicks can 
he given a dry mash, In a hopper, con­ 
sisting of 4 parts by weight of rolled 
oats, 2 parts brnn, 2 parts cornmeal, 
I part high-grade meat scrap, I part 
middlings and % PRU dried buttermilk. 
Commercial chick feed should be fed 
three times dally in addition to the dry 
mash. 
Milk is an excellent feed for chicks 
nnd should he provided either as a 
liquid or In the dry form to secure 
best growth. 
If liquid milk Is avail­ 
able the dried milk can he omitted. 
When the chicks are one month old 
they should be fed a coarser cr inter­ 
mediate chick grain, and at ubout two 
months of age the scratch feed can be 
changed to equal parts of wheat and 
cracked corn.

Concrete Floors Avert 
Dampness in Quarters 
Many fanners who In tunney years 
lost money ift poultry raising are now 
soaking it a success, all because thin 
ure learning that clean, dry quarters 
for poultry keep the flocks healthy 
and result In larger egg production 
and better birds for the market. 
A chicken coop with a floor that 
is likely to become muddy in wet 
weather and to become a source of 
dust in dry weather is not conducive 
to healthy poultry. 
Concrete floors are now being laid 
In chicken coops In Increasing num­ 
bers. 
The farmer has found that 
these floors save his flock in many 
w ays by prevention of mud and dust 
and by checking the rat menace. Con 
crete floors prevent rats burrowing 
under the coops if the floors are su r­ 
rounded by a low concrete wall about 
18 Inches high. 
And lf rats do enter 
the coops through the doors there is 
no chance for them to burrow* into 
the ground to build nests. 
Exclusion 
of rats means a great saving of eggs 
and young chicks. 
A good, practical hen house floor is! 
one 
two 
inches 
thick, 
made 
of 
a 
“rich” concrete mixture, in which three 
pnrts of sand are used to one part of 
portland cement. 
This floor should be 
well smoothed over with a trowel. 
Before laying a concrete floor a sat­ 
isfactory base should be made to give 
adequate provision for drainage. 
An 
eight-inch till of coarse crushed rook 
or cinders makes a good base for a 
concrete hen house floor.

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RAISING CHICKS FOR 
BEST EGG PRODUCERS 


(Prepared by the Untied States Department 
of A gricu ltu re.) 
Arrangements must be made to raise 
chicks to replenish the poultry flocks. 
Pullets fire the most profitable part of 
the laying flock, and a well-balanced 
laying flock should consist of at least 
half pullets; which allows careful cull­ 
ing of the hens during the summer and 
fall before the pullets are matured, 
according to the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. 
Baby chicks need especially careful 
attention In breeding and feeding dur­ 
ing the first weeks of their lives, Which 
should he followed, by careful and reg­ 
ular attention throughout their grow­ 
ing period. 
Early hatched chicks are 
by far the most profitable whether 
grown to maturity for laying or sold 
as poultry flesh. 
The brooder house and stove heater 
which are used for caring for the 
chicks during the first few weeks of 
their lives, must be in working order 
before the chicks arrive. 
Tho most 
common style of brooding Is the use 
o f a stove brooder in a colony house, 
keeping from 850 to 500 chicks In a 
flock In each house', and placing the 
houses about 150 feet apart on a good 
grass 
range. 
A 
house 
30x14 
feet 
makes a suitable colony house which 
can be easily moved if built on run­ 
ners. 
Chicks brooded in the winter 
will do better In a larger house, about 
30x20, partitioned so that one side is 
used for a brooder stove and the other 
for a cool exercising room. 
Wire net­ 
ting should be placed in the corners of 
the 
brooder 
house 
to 
prevent 
the 
chicks huddling and crowding In the 
corners. 
Chicks should not be fed for the first 
AO to 48 hours, after which they should 
be supplied regularly four or five times 
daily with easily digested feed which 
contains little waste material. 
They 
should be fed sparingly until about 
the fifth day; then they can be put 
on full ration. 
An excellent feed can 
he made of Infertile eggs taken from 
the Incubator, boiled for 35 minutes, 
chopped and mixed with dry mash of 
equal parts of cracker meal, bran and 
cornmeal, using a sufficient amount of 
the grain to make a dry, crumbly 
mixture. 
Middlings can he used In 
place of the cracker meal. 
Dry rolled 
oats are excellent for chicks and can 
he used as one feed, the other two or 
three feeds being the commercial chick 
grains. 
At two weeks of age the chicks can 
be given a dry mash, in a hopper, con­ 
sisting of 4 parts by weight of rolled 
oats, 2 parts bran, 2 parts cornmeal, 
3 part high-grade meat scrap, I part 
middlings and H part dried buttermilk. 
Commercial chick feed should be fed 
three times dally in addition to the dry 
mash. 
Milk is an excellent feed for chicks 
and should he provided either as a 
liquid or in the dry form to secure 
hest growth. 
If liquid milk Is avail­ 
able tim dried milk can he omitted. 
When the chicks are one month old 
they should be fed a coarser or inter­ 
mediate chick grain, and at about two 
months of age the scratch feed can he 
changed to equal parts of wheat arid 
cracked corn. 
This should be fed two 
or three times a day.

Concrete Floors Avert 
Dampness in Quarters 
Many farmers who in former years 
lost money ift poultry raising are now 
making It a success, all because they 
ure learning that clean, dry quarters 
for poultry keep the flocks healthy 
and result In larger egg production 
and better birds for the market. 
A chicken coop with a floor that 
is likely to become muddy in wet 
weather and to become a source of 
dust in dry weather is not conducive 
to healthy poultry. 
Concrete floors are now being laid 
in chicken coops in Increasing num­ 
bers. 
The fanner has found 
that 
these floors save his flock in many 
w ays by prevention of mud and dust 
and by checking the rat menace. Con­ 
crete floors prevent rats burrowing 
under the coops if the floors are sur­ 
rounded by a low concrete wall about 
18 inches high. 
And if rats do enter 
the coops through the doors there is 
no chance for them to burrow into 
the ground to build nests. 
Exclusion 
of rats means a great saving of eggs 
and young chicks. 
A good, practical hen house floor is 
one 
two 
inches 
thick, 
made 
of 
a 
"rich” concrete mixture, in which three 
parts of sand are used to one part of 
portland cement. 
This floor should be 
well smoothed over with a trowel. 
Before laving a concrete floor a sat­ 
isfactory base should be made to give 
adequate provision for drainage. 
An 
eight-inch fill of coarse crushed rock 
or cinders makes a good base for a 
concrete hen house floor.

ball and their flrat cousins of the trick trade. 
Umpires were ordered to toss out of play any hull that bore the slightest

Hitting, once a feature of the game, became so common that it was in 
danger of spoiling interest and taking all the science out of the game.

play longer, so that pitchers would not he forced to work almost entirely wit Ii 
new halls. 
Results were almost Immediately apparent at the start of the sensofi. 
Pitchers worked more effectively and it was noticeable that the volume of 
hitting had been decreased. 
At the same time, however, it was shown when a heavy swinger took hold 
he got just as much of a drive as he did in the past seasons. While pitchers 
were able to hold their opposition to fewer hits, they were unable to keep the 
hall from taking its old ride when it got Iii front of a heavy swinging club. 
In the first two weeks of the mujor league pennant races there were 
more home runs hit than there were during the corresponding period of the 
1923 season. 
The total home runs lilt in both leagues during the first two weeks of 
the 1924 season was 75, against f>7 hit In tin1 same period the year previous. 
This year showed a decrease of four In the National League and an Increase 
of 12 in the American League. 
Some critics were of the opinion thut the better form of tile pitchers at 
the start of the pennant races this season was the result of better physical 
condition. 
It was polnted out that practically every manager In the major 
leagues was. mort* or less, decided about his Infield and his outfield wheu he 
took his squad south.

Heavy hitting, which wan one of tho features of the 
early weeks of the 1924 major league baseball season might lie accepted Is 
proof that it was the lively ball more than the decline in pitching that 
changed the modern game. 
Introduction of the lively ball, although the magnates stoutly denied any 
purpose of scattering Hobe Ruth’s around the two circuits, came shortly after 
the rule had been passed against the use of any foreign substance on the 
ball as an aid to the pitchers and they joined to bring about a wild orgy of 
slugging. 
It was an obvious fact that something was wrong and as long as the 
league presidents persisted in claiming that no changes had been made In tin 
construction of the hall, it had to be accepted that the1 pitchers hud been han­ 
dicapped too heavily by the rule against the spitter, tin; shiner, tile ornery 
ball and their first cousins of the trick trade. 
Umpires were ordered to toss out of play any hall that bore tin- slightest 
evidence of tampering and they were so zealous in carrying out the strict 
letter of the rule that they would throw a new hall in play whenever a hall 
became soiled or when the hide became scuffed enough for a pitcher to get 
a hold on it that might make it do tricks. 
Hitting, once a feature of tile game, became so common that it was in 
danger of spoiling interest and taking all the science out of the game. 
To 
correct this evil the magnates last winter recommended that, balls be kept in 
play longer, so that pitchers would not be forced to work almost entirely wit ii 
new balls. 
Results were almost, immediately apparent at the wart of the season. 
Pitchers worked more effectively and ii was noticeable that the volume of 
hitting had been decreased. 
At the same time, however, it was shown when a heavy swinger took hold 
he got just as much of a drive as he did in the past seasons. While pitchers 
were able to hold their opposition to fewer hits, they were unable to keep the 
hall from taking its old ride when it got in front of a heavy swinging club. 
In the first two weeks of the major league pennant races there were 
more home runs hit than there were during the corresponding period of (lie 
1923 season. 
The totul home runs hit in Hot Ii leagues (luring tho first two weeks of 
the 1924 season was 75, against 07 hit In the same period the year previous. 
This year showed a decrease of four in tile National League and an increase 
of 12 in the American League. 
Some critics were of the opinion that the better form of tin* pitchers at 
the start of the pennant races this season was the result of better physical 
condition. 
It was pointed^out that practically every manager in the major 
leagues was, more or less, decided about his infield and his outfield when he 
took his squad south.
